You arc looking at them—but 


you don't see 'cm . . . because 
all 26 letters arc stamped on a 
single 6-point matrix. Each letter 
In the reading type of this column 
is 7-point — so the specimen type 
has been reduced in the ratio of 
.more than 26 to 1. The actual size 
of the individual letters in the spec- 
imen matrix is 1-po^nt — not used 
commercially. 


It's a souvenir matrix brought 


us this week by A E. Elliott, Lit- 
tle Rock, state manager for the 
Mergcnthalcr Linotype company. 
The company note which goes along 
with it says: 


"This 6-point matrix was design- 


ed and punched in'the typographic 
laboratory of the world — Linotype, 
Brooklyn, U. S. A.. It was manu- 
factured to the same tolerances, 
and on the identical machines that 
arc used in producing all Linotype 
matrices — not one special oper- 
ation was involved!" 


The coarse white paper on which 


newspapers are printed forbids this 
tiny type being read in the news- 
paper, but a proof on bond paper 
is legible — and of course the al- 
phabet is read easily enough when 
examining the original matrix (or 
slug cast from same) with a mag- 
't nifying glass. 


We've got the original brass mat- 


rix on exhibition at The Star. 


But I have a squawk. Elliott, the 


linotype salesman, says this is "a 
complete font of type on one mat- 
rix." But where are the punctua- 
tion marks and figures?

RFC is supposed to investigate
